and May Enter War 


Peace negotiations between the Teu- 


tonic allies and the Russians nave be- 
gun at Brest-Litovsk, and apparently 
Jhe enemy has played a. trump card 
at the outset, for on the proposal of 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria, the .Ger- 
man commander in chief, and Doctor 


, von Kuehlmann, the German foreign 


secretary, an astute politician has been 
chosen unanimously as official Ger- 
man head. A noteworthy fact in the 
composition of the delegation from 
the Bavarian countries allied with the 
Austro-Germans, is that they include 


raeu who have stood high in the coun- 
cils of their respective countries, while 
the men who represent Russia for the 
most part are unknown in world poli- 
tics. Still another outstanding fact in 
the meagre details that thus far have 
come through, is-that Rumania is not 
credited with sending a delegate to 
Brest-Litovsk. 
The 
possibility, is, 


therefore, that Rumania has decided 
to hold aloof from discussing a separ- 
ate peace, due. to the fact that geo- 
graphically she will be separated from 
her allies should, the conference re- 
sult in Russia quitting. 


On the fighting fronts, 
even, 
in 


Italy, the activity of troops is below 
normal. 
In France 
and • Belgium 


the fighting is in the nature of out- 
post encounters and bombardments, 
•while on the northern Italian front 
the enemy has lost the initiative, which 
is entirely in behalf of Gen. 'Diaz's 
men. 
The situation on the Italian 


front is not expected long to remain as 
it is, however, for the Aust»o-Gerrnans 
are concentrating heavy re-enforce- 
ments, arid a return to the offensive 
which they have in view there is to. 
be expected. The enemy lias a hard 
task, for it is a different army than 
that which retreated. Re-enforced by 
British and French troops and newly 
equipped in every 
department, the 


Italians now are prepared to sell, and 
at a dear price, every inch, of .ground 
that the Austro-Germans may.take. 


In Argentine a demonstration- -in 


favor of the South American republic 
»Btering the %var against trie Teutonic 
allies continues as a result of the lat- 
est exposure of German intrigue in 
despatches sent by Count von Lux- 
berg, the former German minister, to 
the foreign office in Berlin. Extreme 
bitterness is being shown by the popu- 
lace against Germany and demonstra- 
tions are daily taking place requiring 
troops to suppress. The present week 
la expected to see Argentine take in 
hand the question as to whether Ar- 
gentine shall enter the war.

BEGIN TRAINING IN FRANCE 


Recently Arrived American Forces 


Begin Theoretical Attack. 


With the American army in France, 


Friday, Dec. 21. — Virtually all the 
officers attached- to the recently ar- 
rived division composed of former Na- 
tional Guardsmen, today watched a 
French theoretical attack, over hills 
covered with snow. The officers at- 
tended for instruction purposes. 


In another sector of the American 


zone. United States troops began man- 
euvers involving the theoretical de- 
scent on. an important railroad junc- 
tion against superior forces. The air- 
planes participated, "enemy lines" be- 
ing distinguished 
by

streamers. The Americans spread out 
along the line and made all prepara- 
tions. The weather is very cold, the 
roads are covered with ice. and the 
ground with snow, but

TROTZKY STATES AIMS 


OF RUSSIAN PEOPLE 


In Speech Addressed to Work- 


men's and Soldiers' Delegates 


and the Present Congress 


Petrograd, Russia, Friday, Dec. 21. 


—Detailed report from the special ses- 
sion of central executive of the Work- 
mens and Soldier delegates, the Petro- 
grad delegates and the present Con- 
gress called to consider the peace 
negotiations, show that Leon Trotsky, 
the Bolshevlki foreign minister, sug- 
gested a plan by which a, military 
proposition might be offered "if there 
were an attempt by the Central Powers 
to force objectionable 
peace terms 


upon Russia. 


"We have called you here to ask 


your support," Trotsky said, "You 
must help us make peace with nations 
and not with German militarism. If 
our delagtion will see eye to eye with 
representatives of the 
German na- 


tion then peace will be impossible. If 
the

should be enabled to offer an offensive 
peace we would fight against it." 


"I do not know whether we could 


fight because of economic conditions, 
and the disorganized state of the army.

"If they should offer unacceptable

VON KUHLMANN SPEECH 
AT PEACE CONFERENCE 


His Proposed Rules Adopted and 


Declares His Purpose to Be to 


Make Speedy Progress 


Amsterdam, Holland, Dec. 23. — A 


dispatch received here from Brest-Li- 
tovsk, Russia, dated Saturday, says: 


"Prince Leopold 
of 
Bavaria, as 


commander in chief of German forces 
in the east, welcomed the delegates 
and invited Hakki Pasha, of the sen- 
ior delegates, to open the conference. 
Hakki Pasha, after an expression of 
desire for a satisfactory result, declar- 
ed the meeting formally opened and 
proposed von K!uhlmann as presiding 
officer. 
The German foreign minis- 


ter was unanimously 
elected. 
The 


most important speech before the del- 
egates was made by Dr. Richard von 
Kuhlmann, the German foreign min- 
ister, who said: 
.." 'Thje_piirpose.of this meeting is.to 
terminate war between 
the central 


powers and Russia, and re-establish 
a state of peace and friendship. 
In 


view of the situation, it will be im- 
possible in the course of the delibera- 
tions to prepare a plan of peace, elab- 
orate in its smallest details. 
What I 


have in mind is to fix the most im- 
portant principles and conditions on 
which neighborly intercourse, 
espe- 


cially agricultural and industrial, can 
be resumed. 
Our negotiations will be 


guided by a spirit of peaceful human- 
.ty and mutual esteem. 
They must 


take into account on the one hand 
what has become historical, in order 
that we may not lose our footing on 
the firm ground of fact, but on the 
other hand they must be inspired by 
the leading 
motives 
which 
have 


brought us here together. It has been 
an auspicious circumstance that the 
negotiations open within sight or that 
festival which for centuries has sym- 
bolized "Peace on earth, good will to 
men." 
I enter into negotiations with 


a desire that our work rnay make 
speedy progress.' "

CALL MA J. GENERALS TO TESTIFY

London, England, Dec. 23,—How 


long will Russia manage to maintain 
her financial relations with the outside 
world? Amid the chaos of institutions 
and administration, when will there be 
defaults on the immense holdings of 
government debts and other obliga- 
tions held in western Europe? What 
is the huge government debt of Russia 
worth, anyhow? 


France is the greatest holder, but 


Great Britain and the United States 
now also are creditors of Russia for 
immense sums. The collapse of Rus- 
sia's credit would be a ruinous thing 
for Russia; the utter bankruptcy of 
the nation would be even worse for 
the countries to which Russia owes her 
debt. 


Already these questions are com- 


manding attention. 
Ultimately Rus- 


sia will be reorganized and put on its 
feet. There can be no doubt of that. 
The western nations may be compel- 
led to take it in charge much after 
the fashion that the United States has 
assumed fiscal guardianship over Santo 
Domingo and some of the 
Central 


American states, but there 
will 
be 


such universal rehabilitation of the 
country and its finances will be a grave 
international concern, and will get at- 
tention. 


At the beginning of the present war 


the national debt was about $4,300,- 
000. 
This, however, in turn, did not 


include the national guarantee of lia- 
bilities for railroad companies by the 
st; te. The present danger of complete 
economic breakdown involves the ser- 
ious possibility that the railroads will 
not be able to take care of their in- 
debtedness- nor th 
peasants' land 


banks; which would mean shouldering 
on a bankrupt government a consider- 
able increase in its current obliga- 


i tions. 


Finally, there is a question of for- 


eign capital investment 
in 
Russia, 


much of which will bo unable to earn 
returns if conditions remain perma- 
nently bad. This iy estimated by Les- 
lie Urquhart, a Russian financial au- 
thority, as $5,500.000,000. 
Of course, 


tho default on these private and cor- 
porate investments will not directly 
concern the gox'ernment. 


The war has beei. for Russia, as for 


every other country, an unprecedent- 
edly expensive gffair. 
At the end of 


the last fiscal year. June HO, 1917, the 
war expenditure amounted to about 
J1S.000,000,000 and by the beginning 
of 191S will be around $25,000,000,- 
000.

Explosion, Caused by Short Circuit, i 


Affects Only One Structure. 


K'ew York, Dec. 23. — Many start- 


ling facts as to the milk supply in 
New York state are being brought out 
at the hearings of the federal milk 
commission for the middle states. 


This commission, appointed by Na- 


tional Food Administrator Hoover to 
fix the price of milk 
in 
Xew York 


for the months of January, February 
and March, has been gathering a vast 
amount of data showing- what it costs 
the New York farmers to produce a 
quart of milk and whEt it costs the 
distributors to get the milk frbm the 
farmers to the consumers. 


Dr. "W. I-I. Jordan, chairman of the 


commission, hopes to have sufficient 
facts this week to enable the commis- 
sion to reach a decision. 
The com- 


mission must .determine not only the 
price which the milk distributing com- 
panies shall pay to the 
New 
York 


farmers, but it also must determine 
what price the consumers 
in New 


York city must pay. The commission's 
decision will determine indirectly the 
price which milk consumers in Buffa- 
lo, Rochester, Syracuse, Albany, Blng- 
hamton and other cities in the state 
shall pay for milk, because the retail 
price in all those cities must be based 
primarily on tho amount which the 
commission directs to bo paid to the 
farmers producing1 the milk. 


• The testimony taken by the com- 
mission thus far indicates 
that 
the 


farmers are losing money 
on 
the 


prices they are now receiving for milk, 
and the distributing companies have 
furnished many detailed reports which 
show that they are unable to make 
any profit on tho prices they are now 
receiving for milk in New York city. 
In fact some of the testimony thus 
far given by the producers shows that 
they are delivering milk at a loss this 
winter. 


An Interesting phase of the commis- 


sion's \vork is the novel method adopt- 
ed by its counsel, Frank W. Stevens, 
to bring out facts as to milk prices. 
In former investigations the general 
plan has been to set ;nto the capital- 
ization of corporations with a view to 
determining whether those corpora- 
tions have a large amount of watered 
stock and are demanding prices high 
enough to enable them to pay divi- 
dends on that watered stock. 


Air. Stevens' plan was to find out 


how much It costs the farmer to pro- 
duce a quart of milk at the present 
time: next to find what it costs to 
get that iiuart of milk from the farmer 
to the railroad station: next how much 
it costs for transportation to this city, 
and then how much It costs to pasteur- 
ize and deliver the quart of milk to 
the consumer. 
Under Mr. Stevens' 


plan, after these detailed costs have j 
been obtained as accurately as poss- j 
iblc, the 
commission will determine j 


what is a. reasonable profit for the pro- 
ducer nnd for the distributors. 


The addition of this reasonable profit! 


to the actual cost of setting the quart! 
of milk from the farmer to the con-j 
sumer will give the price which the j 
consumer should 
p.-iy. 
It is pointed i 


out that under such a plan as this 
no 
milk 
distributing company, 
ro- 


gordless of whether its capitalization j 
may be watered or not, can got from i 
the 
consumer 
anything 
beyond 
a r 


reasonable profit on the milk it sells j 
to the public.
